The total for 
1910 will probably—our statistics are not yet 
complete—exceed thirteen thousand titles, an 
increase of over 20 per cent, over 1909, and 
a greater increase than The Publishers' 
Weekly has ever registered before, and the 
greatest percentage of increase since 1905. 
Whether or not, to borrow a figure of speech 
from agriculture, intensive publishing might 
not accrue even more to the financial advan¬ 
tage of the trade is a question. We may be 
indeed publishing too many books to gain the 
maximum results possible with any one book. 
Nevertheless, it is natural and proper to con¬ 
sider lavish book production a connotation of 
booktrade prosperity. 

This prosperity has been too in a period 
of extreme caution and consequent compara¬ 
tive depression in almost every other line of 
business. Despite record crops in a number 
of staples and a total agricultural return 
that was itself a record, 1910 will go down in 
financial history as a year of retrogression, 
or at least extremely conservative advance. 
There were no crises; the business world 
has had itself well in hand, and enters upon 
the year strengthened, if anything, by its pe¬ 
riod of recuperation. But in the face of 
general business conditions the excellent 
showing of the booktrade becomes the more 
remarkable. 

The record of trade bankruptcies for the 
year would seem at first glance to belie the 
above statement, for The Publishers' 
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Weekly recorded 39 such in 1910, as against 

3 for 1909, and 19 for 1908. The compara¬ 
tive figures are misleading, however, for the 
reason that during the past year a more care¬ 
ful and thorough record of booktrade fail¬ 
ures has been made than was possible in the 
years previous, many minor booksellers being 
omitted in 1908-09. Also the amounts in¬ 
volved in 1910 were comparatively small, 
nearly all the failures being those of firms of 
slight importance in the trade. The only 
failures of any note were those of Ammon & 
Mackel, of New York City, and the Vaughn 
& Morrill Co., of Tacoma, while the list con¬ 
tains no book publishing house of rank ex¬ 
cept the Werner Company, a receiver for 
which was appointed at the very beginning 
of the year. 

Of first importance, however, in the pro¬ 
motion of trade solidarity and the strength¬ 
ening of the retail bookseller’s financial posi¬ 
tion has been the agitation for net fiction 
and the cordial response of the publishers to 
that agitation. The annual meeting of the 
American Booksellers’ Association, under 
whose auspices the net fiction movement was 
promoted, marked, in numbers, enthusiasm 
and work accomplished, an epoch in its his¬ 
tory. The effect of the vigorous propaganda 
then initiated, as reflected by the increased 
amount of net fiction in the fall lists of the 
various publishing houses, was most encourag¬ 
ing. It is not difficult to prophesy that 1911 
will see the practical disappearance of “reg¬ 
ular” fiction. The benefit of this reform to 
the booktrade, publisher and retailer alike, 
may without exaggeration be considered in¬ 
estimable. 

Properly to wind up the year the pre- 
Christmas rush assumed quite unexpected 
proportions, and the impetus given then is 
now being carried over into 1911. That it 
may continue and gather added momentum 
during the new year is the earnest wish of 
The Publishers' Weekly.

[The manager of one of the most flourish¬ 
ing bookstores in the Middle West, who 
knows intimately what the storm and stress 
of the Christmas rush means, sends us this 
sketch of life in his store in December when 
things were “going some.” We believe others 
will appreciate the picture here given and 
enjoy the touches common alike to all re¬ 
tailers of books in holiday times.— Ed. P. W.] 

Manager (from h:s station in the rear of 
the store soliloquizing) : Well! I wonder 
what will happen to-day. Goodness knows 
yesterday was bad enough. Surely the life 
of a bookseller is not to be envied this time 
of the year. Every old woman that can get 
out runs down town to purchase a book she 
read when a girl for her nephews and nieces 
to read, and is shocked most to death when 
she doesn’t find it. Here comes one now—a 
case of telepathy. 

Old Lady (to manager) : Have you a copy 
of “Darius Green and His Flying Machine”? 
The clerks do not seem to remember it. I 
read it in a magazine forty years ago. I’ve 
tried all the department stores. 

Manager: Certainly, madame, we have 
it. But pardon me if I say you should try 
the bookseller first, where you are likely to 
get more intelligent service—ahem! 

Clerk (to manager) : There is a gentle¬ 
man out in front in great tribulation of mind, 
because he cannot remember the title of a 
book his wife sent for. He says we must 
have it, and that his wife will give him fits 
if he doesn’t bring it home, as she must get 
it off to California to-day. 

Manager: What did he say it was like? 

Clerk : Something like “Getting Square 
with the Creator.” 

Manager: That’s easy. He wants a copy 
of “In Tune with the Infinite,” by Trine. Use 
your brains a little and don’t try to exhaust 
mine. 

Another Clerk: (to manager) : We are all 
out of “Vagabond Journey Around the 
World” and “Molly Make-Believe.” 

Manager : What! Why didn’t I take that 
Century man’s advice and buy a hundred 
copies of them? They do hit it right some¬ 
times. I made him come down to fifty copies 
for the same discount. Besides telling him to 
go and chase himself, and that we had more 
of his rubbish now than the ragman would 
buy at one time. Such a business! Well, 
telegraph for fifty more of each by express, 
and book all the orders you can, and tell the 
customers we will have plenty in two days. 

Another Clerk (running up ): We are al¬ 
most out of “Routledge Rides Alone” and 
“The Rosary.” 

Manager: Well, what do you think of 
that! Two hundred and fifty of each on 
Monday and Friday all gone. Fifty other 
new novels on the table and very few of them 
selling. It’s enough to drive Van Dyke’s 
three wise men into the river Jordan. Chuck 
what you have left under the counter so cus¬ 
tomers won’t see them, and telegraph for 
250 more of each. We have got to have 


what people want. They are like a lot of 
sheep, and when they get started there is no 
stopping them. 

Clerk : There are three travelling men out 
in front inquiring for the buyer. 

Manager: What! Two weeks before 
Christmas, and more books than we can show 
now? Do the publishers want all our money? 

Clerk : I don’t know. They say they come 
with important tidings. 

Manager: Well, tell them I’m back here 
if they want me. 

(Enter the u Three Wise Menone from 
Scribner , one from Houghton Mifflin and 
one from Appleton.) 

Three Wise Men (in chorus) : Good 
morning, Mr. Brown. We just dropped down 
from our aeroplane which left Chicago last 
night, and thought perhaps you would be 
pleased to look over our catalogue. McClurg 
gave me an order for- 

Manager: Never mind about McClurg’s 
car-load lots; get something new. Come 
around to-night after store closes and I’ll 
skim them over. But I tell you right now 
we don’t want a thing. 

(Three Wise Men leave with a satisfied 
smile, knowing manager’s weakness in their 
hands.) 

Cleric: Mr. Brown, a lady out in front 
says she ordered five of Scribner’s Centen¬ 
ary Dickens and all she got was “Hard 
Times.” She says it is for her husband and 
hates to give it, as he has hard times enough 
now. 

Manager: Tell her to write to Scribner’s 
for a check for lacerating her husband’s feel¬ 
ings ; it is no fault of ours. 

Another Clerk : Mrs. Aikinside telephoned 
us to send her some books on approval—a 
dozen or so late novels, a few nervous books, 
Schofield and Worcester style, a proper book 
for a minister, and a few juveniles—but no 
fairy tales with the cow jump over the moon 
in. She says her four-year-old told her that 
was an impossible feat, and that queered her 
on them. 

Manager: All right, send them up. 

Clerk : Mr. B., there is a lady out there 
wanted me to ask you if you would donate 
something for St. John’s Church Fair. A 
good many of our customers attend that 
church. 

Manager: I suppose we’ve got to do it. 
Give her one of those Grosset & Dunlap’s 
“Sowing Seeds in Danny,” and don’t let her 
see you take it off the 50-cent table. Church 
fairs is one of the schemes of the devil.

AND THE “BRITANNICA.” 

The following note from the Cambridge 
correspondent of The Athenceum is relative to 
the new edition of the “Britannica.” “Every 
one,” he says, “is loud in expressions of dis¬ 
approval of the action of the University 
Press Syndicate relative thereto. 'The En¬ 
cyclopaedia Britannica’ the printing of the 
eleventh edition of which they have cleverly 
secured, is undoubtedly a good investment, 
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and it is appearing in an improved and con¬ 
venient form. That the university will make 
money by the transaction seems certain; but 
it is generally felt that, even in this commem- 
cial age, there are methods of advertisement 
which are beneath its dignity. Many are es¬ 
pecially inclined to resent the fact that, at 
# any rate in some advertisements, it has been 
implied that the ‘Encyclopaedia’ is the pro¬ 
duction of the university, whereas the press 
have simply secured the printer’s rights. 
Badly as we are said to want money, it is 
well to remember that after all Cambridge 
lias a credit to maintain, and that certain up- 
to-date methods of booming books are scarce¬ 
ly in place here.”

DON’T MUTILATE THE COPY. 

When ordering half-tones or other plates 
from the engraver, printers should not write 
instructions on the face of the copy or on the 
back of an unmounted photograph. Some¬ 
times these instructions will be written on 
the back of the photograph, with the result 


that what has been written has been embossed 
on the face and will appear in the half-tone 
plate unless carefully worked out by the en¬ 
graver. If anything must be written on the 
face of line drawings, a blue pencil should 
be used, as markings in blue will not repro¬ 
duce. Such a pencil will be found convenient 
to indicate color distribution and the like. 
Paintings or drawings should be packed in 
stiff boards before mailing or expressing, as 
they are otherwise liable to injury by hand¬ 
ling. Corrugated board is not the best ma¬ 
terial for such purposes .—American Printer.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Luther Lathrop Meyer, manager of the 
Pennsylvania R. R. Terminal Book Shop of 
Doubleday, Page & Company, died at his 
home in Brooklyn on Monday from pneu¬ 
monia. Pie was born in New York City. 

Eliza PIaldeman Figyelmessy, wife of the 
late Colonel Philip Figyelmessy, who was 
consul to British Guiana for nearly twenty 
years, and author of the juvenile “Two Boys 
in the Tropics” (published last September), 
died recently. 

Frederick Bonner, formerly proprietor and 
editor of the New York Ledger , died Mon¬ 
day in New York City. Mr. Bonner was the 
son of Robert Bonner, founder of the New 
York Ledger. Shortly after his graduation 
from Princeton he became connected with 
his father’s paper, and assumed full charge 
of it in 1887. Mr. Bonner retired from active 
business in 1901, when he sold the paper. 

John W. Robe, for more than thirty years 
manager of the Albany News Company, a 
branch of the American News Company, died 
on Sunday of pneumonia in that city. He 
was born in Albany in 1847, and was a vet¬ 
eran of the Civil War. He conducted the 
business with such marked ability that it be¬ 
came one of the leading business houses of 
the city. 

Miss Julia Arabella Eastman, founder 
and for eighteen years associate principal of 
the Dana Hall School for Girls, a fitting 
school for Wellesley College, died at her 
home at Wellesley, Mass., Sunday, at the 
age at seventy-four years. Miss Eastman, be¬ 
sides being well known as an instructor, was 
the author of a number of children’s books, 
including “Kitty Kent’s Troubles,” “Rom¬ 
neys of Ridgemont,” “School Days of Beulah 
Romney,” “Short Comings and Long Goings,” 
Striking for the Right” and “Young Peck.” 

Lewis Randolph Hamersly, editor and 
publisher, died suddenly at the home of his 
daughter in Annapolis, Md., last Saturday 
night. Mr. Hamersly was born at Washing¬ 
ton, D. C., in 1849. He was educated in pri¬ 
vate schools of Washington, and married 
Miss Mary Palmer, of Portsmouth, Va. Mr. 
Hamersly entered the Volunteer Navy in 
1862. He served through the war and was 
honorably discharged in 1866. He compiled 
and published the first edition of “Hamersly’s 
Records of Living Officers of the United 
States Navy.” Pie published “Hamersly’s 
Naval Encyclopedia” in 1891. and later started 
the United Sendee Magazine. He was the 
controlling member of the publishing firm of 
L. R. Hamersly & Co., 1 West 34th Street, 
New York. 

The Rev. Daniel Worcester Faunce. D.D, 
father of President William K. P. Faunce 
of Brown University, died Tuesdav at Provi¬ 
dence on his eighty-second birthday. Dr. 
Faunce was bom at Plymouth, Mass., in 1829. 
He was graduated at Amherst in the class of 
1S50 and studied theology at Newton. He 
was ordained in 1853, and the same year 
married Miss Mary Parkhurst Perry, of 
Bristol. He received the degree of doctor of 


divinity from Amherst in 1880. In 1891 he 
married Mrs. Mary E. Tucker, of Beverly,. 
Mass. His ministerial career consisted of 
pastorates at Worcester, Malden, Lynn and 
Newton, Mass.; Concord, N. H.; Washing¬ 
ton, D. G, and Pawtucket, R. I. Among 
his books are “Words and Works of Jesus,” 
1873; “Words and Acts of the Apostles, 
1874; “The Christian in the World,” 1875; 
“A Young Man’s Difficulties with His Bible,”' 
1877; “The Christian Experience,” 1880; 
“The Resurrection in Nature and Revela¬ 
tion,” 1887; “Hours with a Skeptic,” 1889;: 
“Prayer as a Theory and Fact,” 1890; “Ad¬ 
vent and Ascension,” 1893; “Inspiration Con¬ 
sidered as Tyend,” 1896; “Shall We Believe 
in a Divine Providence?” 1900. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

Broughton L. Brandenburg, the magazine 
writer, who is under indictment for forgery 
in the second degree and who disappeared 
several months ago, surrendered himself 
Tuesday to Judge Swann in Part 1. of the 
Court of General Sessions, New York City. 
Brandenburg was committed to the Tombs 
in default of $2000-bail. It was last Novem¬ 
ber that his case was called for trial, but 
when the time came Brandenburg failed to 
appear and forfeited his bond. He is charged 
with obtaining money on a worthless check,, 
drawn on a New York publishing house. 

Mary Roberts Rinehart writes from Vi¬ 
enna, where she is spending the winter work¬ 
ing on a new farce: “I find I am doing what 
every other traveller always does, neither 
more nor less: being short-changed generally 
and overcharged always, studying the man¬ 
ners and customs— in "the cafes! thinking the 
Viennese women overrated as to looks, but 
the Austrian soldiers exceedingly smart; buy¬ 
ing coal by the. bucket and candles by the 
inch (my American prodigality in both re¬ 
gards places me in the plutocratic class) ; 
learning to do as much washing with a pint 
of water as at home would lake a tubful; 
submitting samefacedly to having my hand 
kissed and wondering if anybody noticed; 
and for hours poring over wretched Londorr 
papers that would bore me to extinction any¬ 
where else.”_

comes assistant to the president of the Moody 
Manual Company, of 33 Broadway, New 
York. 


PERIODICAL NOTES. 

Mrs. Ida Clyde Clarke has made arrange¬ 
ments to begin the publication of the Chil¬ 
dren’s National Daily early in 1911. This 
paper is to be published six days in the week 
and to give the news in simplified language. 
Murders and other crimes of a sensational 
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nature will not be published. Until recently 
Mrs. Clarke was editor-in-chief of the Tay- 
lor-Trotwood Magazine. She will have four 
other women associated with her in the pub¬ 
lication of the paper. 

“A clearing house where women may learn 
what is being done by others.” The first 
number of The American Club Woman has 
just appeared. The little magazine has a 
long list of associate editors—Mrs. William 
Cumming Story, Miss Elizabeth Marbury, 
Miss Mary Garrett Hay, Mrs. Clarence Burns 
and Mrs. William Grant Brown, all of New 
York City; Mrs. Thomas K. Noble, of Wash¬ 
ington, chaplain general of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution, and Mrs. Emilio 
Re, of Rome, Italy, official commissioner of 
juvenile courts. It will give special attention 
to questions regarding the living and work¬ 
ing conditions of wage-earning women, but 
will help along many other movements—the 
cleaning up of cities, the establishing of juve¬ 
nile courts—anything that makes for * civic 
and human betterment. The editors hold 
that women’s clubs are becoming more and 
more interested in civic matters. There are 
to be a good many articles and not very much 
editorial comment. 

It is announced that control of Success 
Magazine has changed hands. It is published 
by a million dollar corporation, organized 
under the laws of Delaware. It was founded 
by Dr. Orison Swett Marden, who remains 
with it, and one of its principal stockholders 
was Samuel Merwin. Mr. Merwin, David G. 
Evans and B. N. Garrison, who were all con¬ 
nected with the publication, endeavored a year 
ago to buy out the interest of E. E. Higgins, 
who until recently was the president of the 
company. Mr. Higgins did not care to sell. 
As announced in The Publishers’ Weekly 
some weeks ago, Mr. Merwin and his ad¬ 
herents planned to start a paper, the Na¬ 
tional Post, with Gifford Pinchot, formerly 
Chief Forester of the United States, and his 
brother, Amos Pinchot. It is the intention 
to make the National Post a militant publi¬ 
cation. Mr. Merwin and his associates at the 
first of the year bought out Mr. Higgins, and 
are conducting the affairs of Success. Mr. 
Garrison is president, Mr. Merwin secretary 
and Mr. Evans returns to his old place as 
editor, while Dr. Marden will continue to 
contribute. The Messrs. Pinchot are still 
with the National Post. 


LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

The convention was signed Tuesday es¬ 
tablishing a parcels post between Brazil and 
the United States. 

Houghton Mifflin Co. report the fourth 
impression of “The Corsican,” which has 
been one of the best selling books in the bio¬ 
graphical field this season. 

A fine old English gentleman furnishes a 
new test for distinguishing the genuine from 
the doubtful plays of Shakespeare. He says: 
“If you want to read it, it’s Shakespeare; and 
if you don’t, it isn’t” 


Crane & Company, Topeka, Kan., have just 
published “The Trip to the West Indies,” by 
E. W. Plowe, a book recording the happen¬ 
ings and the places visited by the author in 
the spring of 1910, when he made the voyage 
to the West Indies, Panama and Venezuela 
on the Hamburg-American ship, the “Moltke.”' 

Small, Maynard & Company will publish 
on January 28 “One Way Out; a Middle- 
class New-Englander Emigrates to America,” 
by William Carleton. The story tells how 
Carleton found a way out when at thirty- 
eight he lost his job with no special training 
to fall back on beyond his office routine, and 
how his wife, Ruth, proved a true helpmeet. 

One of Henry Holt & Company’s first 
publications for the new year is “The Stabil¬ 
ity of Truth—a Discussion of Reality as Re¬ 
lated to Thought and Action,” by President 
David Starr Jordan, of Stanford University. 
In this significant little volume he considers- 
Reality as related to Science, The Conduct 
to Life, Monism, Illusion, Education and 
Tradition. 

Mrs. Kate Douglas Wiggin’s play, “Re¬ 
becca of Sunnybrook Farm,” which is one 
of the successes of the season in New York,, 
will move to London early next spring. Ne¬ 
gotiations are pending with Sir Charles Wynd- 
ham for the use of his New Theatre or the 
Criterion. Klaw & Erlanger and Joseph 
Brooks will take over the entire company 
now at the Republic Theatre. 

From the Alice Harriman Company we 
have received two books, “An Athabascan 
Princess,” by George Fenwick, with illustra¬ 
tions by Max W. Kollm, is a story in poetic 
form, telling of the struggle to wrench gold 
from the secret places of the North; and 
“Browning; Biographical Notes, Apprecia¬ 
tions and Selections from His ‘Fifty Men 
and Women,’” by Pauline Leavens, president 
of the New York Browning Society.

It has 
been the editor’s aim to include not only 
poems worthy on account of their literary 
value, but also those which on account of 
their “heart interest” or because of their 
association properly belong to the literature 
of the nation. The publishers’ aim has been 
to produce a book worthy of the subject, at 
a moderate price, suitable for the home li¬ 
brary or as a gift at any season or occasion. 

The English Bookseller notes with pleas¬ 
ure that the demand for English books in 
Canada is very distinctly increasing. A well- 
known Canadian bookseller says that he now 
handles a large number of the best English 
books of biography, travel and the highest 
class of fiction—indeed, he sells, he says, 
more good books now than ever. Another 
Canadian bookseller in a large way of busi¬ 
ness states that some 75 per cent, of his sales 
are of standard works. He sells some 60,000 
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-copies a year of Everyman’s Library, and 
every year about 500 expensive sets of Thack¬ 
eray, Stevenson, Balzac and Dickens. Eng¬ 
lish books, indeed, adds the Booksellerj are 
now pushing American books to one side. 
Formerly American books formed some 90 
per cent, of the Canadian’s sales, now he sells 
some 50 per cent, of English books. 

Jesse Lynch Williams’s discussion of the 
marriage problem in his new novel, “The 
Married Life of the Frederic Carrolls,” has 
•caught public attention to such an extent that 
its first edition was sold out within a week of 
publication—and this although it appeared 
under two handicaps: it was published after 
the retail trade was well stocked up for the 
Christmas season; and a great many people 
refused from the title to regard it as fiction at 
all. “Who was Frederic Carroll?” became a 
tiresome question to many book clerks. Yet 
the book has grown in favor because with¬ 
out exaggeration or morbidness or cynicism 
it deals with the most interesting “problem” 
of all the “problems”—that of marriage. 

Henry Holt & Company have just con¬ 
cluded arrangements with the noted musical 
critic, W. J. Henderson, of the Sun, whose 
books on “Wagner,” “Modern Musical Drift,” 
and other subjects, are well known, to issue 
for him in February “Some Forerunners of 
Italian Opera,” in which he discusses inter¬ 
estingly the roots of this form of music as 
we know it to-day, and traces it back even 
to the revival of the opera in Europe in the 
Middle Ages, showing that many pieces that 
have previously been regarded as plays were, 
in fact, rudimentary forms of lyric drama. 
The volume works up to the invention of 
opera in the last decade of the 16th century, 
in the successful achievements of Peri and 
Caccini. 

Houghton Mifflin Company announce for 
publication in the early spring a memoir of 
the late John La Farge, with a study of his 
work, by Royal Cortissoz. Mr. Cortissoz, 
who is critic of art and literature of the New 
York Tribune , and the author of important 
books upon art matters, has an intimate 
knowledge of Mr. La Farge and his work, 
based on a friendship of some twenty years. 
The book, which was sanctioned by Mr. La 
Farge, will embody recollections communi¬ 
cated by him to the author in manuscript, to¬ 
gether with numerous notes of conversations, 
anecdotes, etc., making it a personal portrait 
of unusual vividness and authenticity. . It 
will be fully illustrated with reproductions of 
La Farge’s work reproduced in photogravure. 

Putnam’s announce the publication of Nor¬ 
man Angell’s brilliant book, “The Great Il¬ 
lusion.” The author undertakes to demon¬ 
strate that the ramifications of the modern 
credit system, with its world-wide simulta- 
nietv of bank rate movement and reacting 
bourses, have made it impossible for one na¬ 
tion to benefit by the conquest of another; 
that, in other words, military force has be¬ 
come in the modern world economically and 
socially futile. This, thesis upsets, of neces¬ 
sity, the old time axioms of statecraft. Nev¬ 
ertheless, Mr. Angell’s book (in the earlier 
privately printed issue) was hailed with en¬ 


thusiasm by the German Ambassador at the 
Court of St. James and by the British For¬ 
eign Secretary, and secured the cordial. in¬ 
terest of the late King Edward vn. No piece 
of political thinking has in recent years more 
stirred the world which controls the move¬ 
ment of politics in Europe. The book is be¬ 
ing published simultaneously in the United, 
States, England, France, Germany, Denmark, 
Spain, Finland, Holland, Italy, Sweden and 
Japan. 

Croscup’s “Synchronic Chart of United 
States History,” just published by the Wind¬ 
sor Publishing Companj% New York City, 
certainly offers a distinctly original and in¬ 
teresting method of approaching historical 
study. The catchword which is inscribed 
across the top of the volume, “History made 
visible,” expresses briefly the purport of the 
whole. The main feature of the book is an 
unfolding chart, upon which each historic 
event is set down in such a way that its rela¬ 
tion to every other event, both in time and lo¬ 
cality, can be seen at a glance. Each of our 
States has its separate place upon this chart, 
where its individual history is shown and its 
career can be traced back to the territory 
from which it has developed. Its connection 
with other States is made clear, as well as 
its part in the general history of the nation. 
Mr. Croscup has assuredly brought all Amer¬ 
ican history clearly before the eye in a single 
view. The effectiveness of the scheme is 
much increased by the employment of letter¬ 
ing of different sizes and styles to emphasize 
the differing values of events. Color is also 
vividly employed, so that events and periods 
influenced by England show in red, Spanish 
ones in yellow, French in green, Dutch in 
orange, and so on. There are other ingenious 
charts in the book, showing the development 
and inter-relations of American political par¬ 
ties, the wave-like spread and shrinkage of 
our tariff, and so on. Figures are not merely 
itemized, they are diagrammed. The text 
of this book offers another novelty. Here 
again history is “made visible.” Each chief 
event stands out in big and heavy type, ob¬ 
truding itself across the page. Minor mat¬ 
ters, necessary explanations, connecting pas¬ 
sages are dressed in minor type. The schol¬ 
arly character and mechanical accuracy of 
the book alike seem of high grade through¬ 
out. _
